Congressman Win. M. Springer will be 


a prominent figure in the new Democratic 
House, lie is already a candidate for 
Speaker, with a show of being elected; 
bat whether he is elected or not, his long 
and conspicuous service in tho Demo- 
cratic party lends great interest to his 
slews of tho outlook for tariff reform at i 
this time. He talked recently to a mom- ! 
ber of the Xi-w York Reform Club as 
follows: 


"The Republican politicians of Wash- 


ington are now trying to divert public 
attention from the principal HSUP upon 
which they were repudiated at the No- 
vember election. They seem to be of 
tho opinion that there is but one way 
open through which success is possible in 
1892. Upon thi> tariff question thoy have 
been thoroughly repudiated. They now 
hope by re\ h ing sectional issues, through 
and by means of the force bill and ap- 
peals to sectional prejudice, to re-form 
political issues upon other lines than 
tariff and taxation. 
In this they will bo 


as much disappointed as they were over- 
whelmed by the result of tho recent 
election. The people of the country 
have pronounced against taxation of tho 
many for tho lieuctit of the few. They 
will not give up this issue until it has 
eventuated in practical legislation in ac- 
cordance with their demands. If wo 
were now living under the form of gov- 
ernment which prevails in monarchial 
England, the new Congress would at 
once be convened, and the McKinley bill 
would bo immediately repudiated; but 
under our more conservative methods 
wo must abide the constitutional forms 
required for securing results. 


"On the tariff question the Republi- 


cansciui neither go fon\ ard nor backward 
wiih any pio-peit of bettering their con- 
dition. 
To bland still is conceded defeat; 


to move in the other direction offers 
scarcely le-s advantage 
If they go for- 


ward they must rely upon tho fulfillment 
of pledge* made before tho election, and 
ponding the passage of tho McKinley

"Those, therefore, who look to compe- 


tition for a reduction of prices will bo 
ideccived. 1'iicos of manufactured ar- 
ticles can only be reduced, while the 
McKinley bill is in force, by the reduc- 
tion of wages or by tho adoption of im- 
proved processes. The latter will come 
without tho tariff: it is entirely inde- 
pendent of it. 
Jn most lines of indus- 


try it would seem that the processes of 
manufacture were almost perfect at this 
time: but still we may hope for con- 
tinued improvement in this direction, 
although such improvement will scarce- 
ly bo perceptible in the brief space of 
two years. Lower prices secured by re- 
duction of wages would be attended 
with greater disaster than if present 
prices should bo maintained and wages 
increased; so that, wherever cheapness 
is secured by reduction of wages, the 
remedy will bo worse than the disease— 
speaking in a political sense, as it will 
affect the interests of the Republican 
party. Hence, it seems conclusive that 
tho Republican party cannot improve its 


i position on the tariff or on taxation by 
t adhcrinK to thp jicKinlev bill. 


"If, however, the leaders of the party 


should determine to reverse their posi- 
tion, o\erturn the leadership of Harri- 
son, McKinley, and Heed, and put Mr. 
Blaine forward with the implied promise 
of tho repeal of the McKinley bill, the 
enlargement of trade, through reciproc- 
ity and t' e bettering of their condition 
by repudiating all that the Keonblican 
party has done since it came into power, 
it will find this latter condition more 
hopeless than thp former. 


"President Harrison, in his message to 


Congress 'pointed with pride' to the fact 
that there had been, recently, an in- 
crease in the prices of agricultural prod- 
ucts, such as corn, wheat, etc.; and he 
endeavored to convey the impression 
that such increased price of agricultural 
products was the result of the McKinley 
bill. Nothing could bo further 
from 


tho truth. If he had taken pains to 
examine tho reports on the condition of 
crops, which iSMicd from tho Agricul- 
tural Department almost simultaneous- 
ly with his message, ho would have found 
that in Kansas the. average yield of corn 
per aero was only eleven bushels, where- 
as it ought to have been thirty. The 
very fact that there is almost a total 
failure cf tho the corn crop in Kansas 
was one of tho reasons which produced 
the political revolution in that State, 
Tho failure or shortness of the corn crop 
in the great corn belt of the country 
caused scarcity of this product, and 
scarcity resulted in higher prices for 
corn. But the trouble with the farmers 
was that they had little or no corn to 
sell, and many of them who had stock 
to feed became buyer at the higher rates 
which scarcitj had produced. The prices 
of agricultuial products are determined 
entirely by tho extent of production, and 
this is governed by natural causes, not 
by legislation.

There can bn no combination among 
farmers to reduce the output of agricul- 
tural products: such combinations arc 
not even desirable. Farmers universally 
strive, for bountiful harvests, tho pious 
ones among them praying as well as 
laboring for \h»m. They regard a boun- 
tiful harvest as essential to their pros- 
perity, notwithstanding tho fact that the 
greator the crop the less will bo the 
price of the products. They are political 
economists who believe—who realize. In 
fact—that abundance Is wraith, and 
that scarcity can never tend in that 
direction.

The thousands who fell on 
the battlefields wore not so many as the 
children that were born ^t the sa«ne 
time. Yet we know that the war caused 
a loss of population, and this loss was 
revealed in the census of 1870 in the 
relatively lower rate of increase for tho 
previous decade than in tho earlier 
decades. 


Yoa are not a horse-racer, but you 


know what a handicap is. When one 
horse Is lighter or swifter than its com- 
petitor it is sometimes agreed to handi- 
cap the former. 
A certain quantity of 


lead is fastened to tho saddle in order to 
diminish the speed and give the other 
horse a chance to win. Xow if the 
handicaoped horse wins the race', not- 
witstanding that it is weighted with lead, 
who but a fool would claim that the 


p«r cent, within the past two years. It 
also reports that tho demand for glass- 
ware has increased so greatly that manu- 
facturers are not afraid to hold their 
goods for an advance in prices, which is 
looked for next season. 


Such an increase in prices-is evidently 


what McKtnley was aiming to bring 
about, for he ignored the fact that tho 
manufacture of glassware had nearly 
doubled in two yeais. and raised the duty 
to 50 per cent ad valorem, which is an 
Increase of GO per cent, upon tho old 
duty.

This protection in glassware is a mat- 


ter which concerns every household In 
the land. Every hoiibe and every kitchen 
is concerned, and our wives and mothers 
will have another lesson in the meaning 
of protection if McKinley's duty on 
glassware has the effect of increasing 
prices as he intended. It is not to be 
wondered at that prominent Republican 
leaders explained the defeat of their 
party by saying that '-the women did it,"

Doe* it Tariff Restrict Foreign Trade? 
DK.YI: F.VKMEU Buow.v: The question 


which I put at the head of (his letter 
may seem to be an entirely needless one; 
since most intelligent men. whether pro- 
tectionists or tariff reformers, are agreed 
that protection does restrict importation, 
and most of thono accepting this conclu- 
sion agree also that the restriction of 
importation must necessarily, in the long 
run, restrict exportation. I say the 
question may seem a needless one, but 
when I take up the protectionist jour- 
nals and see what they are trying to 
teach tho people, and when I read the 
utterances of their leading men, I can- 
not regard the question propounded as 
beiug unworty of treatment in these let- 
ters. 


Alas, what confusion there is in the 


camp of tho protectionists! Some of 
their leaders blow hot while others blew 
cold, and still others blow both hot and 
cold at the came time. Protection raises 
prices and lowers prices; isghen to tho 
farmer under the pretense that, it will 
enable him to sell his products more 
prolitably, but when given to the manu- 
facturer the farmer is told that protec- 
tion lowers prices. Some tell us that 
imports are hindered and may be pre- 
vented; others tell us that protection 
does nothing of the kind. 


Two such eminent protectionists as 


President Harrison and Maj. McKinley 
are not agreed as to tho Simple question 
whether a tariff diminishes imports 
In 


his speech in tho House of Roprosonta- 
thos on the 7th of last May, McKinley 
combated tho opinion of the Democratic, 
minority of the Wajs and Means Com- 
mittee that the proposed tariff bill would 
not reduce tho re\enue, saying: "Tho 
very instant that you have increased the 
duties to a fair protective point, putting 
them above the, )ii!/hoci revenue point, 
that \cry instant you diminish importa- 
tions, and to that extent diminish the 
revenue." This is a very clear and true 
proposition. 
Upon it. McKinley proceed- 


ed to icduco tho re\enue by increasing 
taxation, and thus in so far to prevent 
tho people from buying the things which 
they want. 


On tho other hand, when President 


Harrison came to write his message to 
Congress ho found that the imports at 
the port of New York for the first three 
wceksof November were actually greater 
than for tho corresponding peiiods in 
1S8!> and in )8SS; and he called attention 
to this singular fact with evident satis- 
faction as showing that "the prohibitory 
effect upon importations imputed to the 
act is not justified." But the President 
was too hasty in his conclusion that tho 
McKlnloy law Is not reducing imi>orta- 
tion. Taking as an cxamplo tho dry 
goods schedules, in which tho increase of 
duty was relatively much greater than 


handicap had not lessened its speed? Yet 
it is such a monstrous claim as this that 
the protectionist sets up who claims that 
the tariff does not diminish imports. 


Such a claim was made in the latest 


number of t\\c Amcrlrun Economist, the 
organ of the ProteetK-.; Tariff league. In 
an article entitled, "Does Protective 
Tariff Curtail Foreign 
Trade?" 
Its 


answer to this question is, "Xever 
was a greater fallacy promulgated." Yet 
in another column this organ of protec- 
tionist heresies print.s as an article of its 
own an extract from a speech of Senator 
Jones, of Nevada, in the United States 
Senate on Sept. 10, in which that Sena- 
tor attempts to show that foreign trade 
is in itself bad, and is, therefore, not to 
be desired. 


"Foreign trade." he says, 'spoils the 


equilibrium of a nation's industry: it 
loaves them one-sided and disjointed, and 
postpones indelinitelv the period of their 
natural co-ordination." 
The Senator 


\ lows with satisfaction "our geographical 
situation, separated as wo arc by the fiat 
of nature from tho older forms, tiie 
stagnant conditions, and the imbriiting 
eivili/ations of other continents." This 
was said in defense of a bill which had 
for its objec* the diminution of foreign 
trade, and the words of the Senator 
were consistent, at least, with that ob- 
ject. And yet what a piece of incon- 
sistency is it for the Eronomist to print 
such .sentiments as its own. and then at- 
tempt to show elsewhere that protection 
does not curtail foreign trade. 


In disposing of the whole matter I 


need not trouble yon with a long array 
of figures. 
I will only call your atten- 


tion to the familiar fact, which you ha\e 
often observed in your own bujing, that 
as the price of goods rises tho fewer will 
be the sales of them. 
When sugar, for 


example, is dearest our housekeeper.-' are 
most economical in thence of it. 
Fewer 


pies, cakes, preserves, etc., are made by 
the great majority of poor and moder- 
ately well-to-do people: and when cloth- 
ins is dear they wear their old coats 
longer to esiape buying a new one. 


Now. when these simple economies of 


poor people are added together they 
make a very large stream of loss to the 
trade of the country. 
\Yhat the people 


do not, buy the retail merchant will not 
order, and what tho retail merchants 
do not order the wholesale dcaleis 
importers 
and 
agents 
of 
manu- 


factuieis will not supply. 
The rise of 


prices narrow, the circle of bu\ei>: and 
anything which addJ to th- co-t of good? 
will raise the price to the consumers. A 
tariff duty on import, d goods clcaily 
raises the cost of tin in. and must there- 
for'1 increase the price at the si mi- time 
that it diminishes the biners of them. 
The duty on impord d goods is added to 
the price to the consumer—not onl> the 
whole duty, but an extra gain on the 
duty itself. 
As those bujor.sof impoittd 


goods are driven away by higher prices, 
the importation of such goods must nec- 
essarily decline. There can l-o no two 
opinions about this: it must be so with 
absolute certainty. 


I have treated here of foreign trade 


from only one of it* side?, that of impor- 
tation. In my next I shall speak of the 
other side, that of exportation. Yours 
truly.

GOVEKNOR HOVEI'S 


which was transmitted to the legislature 
yesterday, was given in THE BEMINEL 
dst evening in full.

twenty-five. 


AlsD, That in all appropriations made 


by this general assembly the senate 
shall exercise a careful scrutiny, to the 
end that no extravagant or unnecessary 
appropriations be made. There was a 
hot debate on this resolution, and it was 
laid over for consideration at 10 o'clock 
Tuesday. 


Bills wore introduced to appropriate 


8100,000 for Indiana's exhibit at the 
world's fair; authorizing the county 
commissioners to fix the salaries of 
county officers and the number of their 
deputies; to license and govern national 
uilding associations; for listing moneys 
or taxation; for the relief of railway 
mployes; to suppress gambling iu 
tooks, bonds, cotton and other pro 
[nets, and for compulsory education.

be greater than one for which the plans 
have just been made. It is a "multiple 
dispatch railway of endless moving plat- 
forms.'' 
Almost level with tbe regular 


footway, making a circuit of tbe expo- 
sition grounds, is to be laid a wooden 
path, carried on a kind of underground 
railway at s rate of speed so slow tbat 
every one can step on and off without an 
effort. 
Three miles an hour will bo the 


speed. There is no interstice between 
tho stationary path and the moving one, 
Miiijiiy a lapping of one plank over an- 
other, so that no accidents can occur. 
As soi.u as yon have ste;'i.i'd upon this 
slow moving plaitorm you are offered 
access to another (over-lapping it as the 
lirst overlaps the footway; which doubles 
tbe speed—going six miles an hour. 
This rate is nearly as fast as a cable or 
electric cars are permitted to run in 
most cities. 


The moving platforms are really three 


in number—a slow one on each aide and 
tbe faster one in tbe middle—and the 
whole roadway is necessarily continu- 
ous. 
The center platform is provided 


with a continuous row of seats covered 
by a pavilion or canopy. It is difficult 
to imagine a more delightful aud ex- 
hilaratibg trip than the circuit of tbo 
great exhibits in this ease aud comfort. 
The motion will be more like sleigh- 
riding than carriage or car travel. 


The number of passengers who can 


be accommodated i.s marvelous—start- 
ling. Supposing the seats on tbe rapid 
platform to be four abreast, tbe num- 
ber who can be seated on tbe three-mile 
stretch of cars is over '20,000. 
As the 


ears make tbe three miles in half a>i 
hour the total capacity of tbe road is 
fairly stated at 40,000 an hour! This is 
without counting those who, having but 
a short distance to go, or finding no I 
room on tlie lapid line, remain standing I

There are several very remarkable 


echoes in the world—at Woodstock and 
at the Sicilian cathrdral of Gargenti, 
where the confessions poured forth 
near the door to priestly ears were heard 
by a man concealed behind the high al- 
tar at tho opposite end. It is curious 
that such a spot should have been acci- 
dentally chosou for tho confessional. 
The whispering gallery in St. Paul's is 
another instance of the echo. 


Echoes are produced by the reflection 


of sound waves from a "plane or even 
surface. A wall; or even a cloud, will 
produce echoes. Tho thunder is ech- 
oed from the clouds. The hills of Kil- 
larney contain an echo, and the bugle 
sounds are beautifully repeated. 
In 


cases of ordinary echo, when the speaker 
waits for the answer, he rnnst place him- 
self opposite the rock. If he stand at 
the side the echo will reply to another 
person in a corresponding place on the 
farther side, for tbe voice then strikes 
the rock at aa angle, and tbe angle of 
rellection is the same, as in the case of 
light 


But if it should happen there are a 


number of reflecting surfaces the echo 
will be repeated over and over again, as 
at the lakes of Killarney. The Wood- 
stock echo, already referred to, and men- 
tioned by several writers, repeats sev- 
enteen syllables by day and twenty by 
night. 
In Shipley there is even a 


greater repetition. 
Whispering gal- 


leries carry sound by means of the 
curved surface. 
Sir John Herschel 


mentions an echo in the Menai suspen- 
sion bridge. The blow of a hammer on 
one of the main piers will produce the 
sound from each of tho crossbeams sup- 
porting the roadway and from the oppo- 
site pier, 576 feet distant, as well as 
many other repetitions..

Brooklyn's Many Churches. 


r It has been remarked by those well in- 
formed in church affairs that the actual 
value of church property in the city of 
Brooklyn must foot up at least $12,- 
000,000, an amount larger than aoy 
other city in the United States can es- 
timate, unless, perhaps, 
New York 


City can equal it. There are in Brook- 
lyn 279 churches representing eight 
distinct denominations. And it is stated 
that of the Prostestant Churches only 
thirty can be declared to be entirely 
out of debt, sis of which are Congrega- 
tional and eight Presbyterian. 
The 


Catholics have fifty-five churches— the 
largest number of any denomination — 
and the Methodists 45. Nobody would 
undertake to reckon how much money 
is turned over annually for the purpose 
of maintaining all these churches; but 
the slowest immagination can readily 
imagine a startling amount. The great- 
est expenditure 
is, 
of course, for 


preaching and pastoral work ; and it 
may be stated with much emphasis that 
no city in the country has ever paid 
ministers larger salaries than the City 
of Churches has.

Ploughing the 


Among people who follow agricul- 


tural pursuits more than among others 
there are rnauy peculiar customs still in 
vogue in Russia which have 
their 


origin either in ancient pagan cere- 
monies or are deeply rooted in super- 
stition, pure and simple, or fanatic 
beliefs. 


Russia, more than any other country, 


retains many weird traditions, and the 
strange usages for the warding off and 
conjuring of tho pernicious drought are 
particularly numerous. 
It frequently 


happens that each district has its own 
peculiar ceremonies, and often every in- 
dividual inhabitant follows a line of 
conduct in that regard peculiar unto 
himself. 


In some of the western provinces of 


the Empire a strange ceremony is re- 
sorted to for the cessation of drought, 
iu which the "plough and the women" 
play a conspicuous part. During long 
continued droughts the magistrate con- 
venes and a "ploughing of tho water'' 
is officially ordered. After on early 
morning procession the women and 
girls are drummed together in the after- 
noon for the purpose of the act of ''wa- 
ter ploughing." This consists in tho 
tearing np of the bottom of a near-by 
stream by mer.ns of a plough pulled by 
tho largest aud strongest damo of tho 
village. 


There is no doubt that tho ceremony 


is of pagan origin, but whatever its sig- 
nificance was in olden times history 
does not say; nt the same time the cus- 
tom is pursued with unerring regularity 
at the present day throughout the prov- 
inces mentioned.—A'.

Tho country, at 
the time uf tlie invasion by the Spaniards 
undrr tin- ciminiiiiid of. the illiterate and 
cruel 1'i^arro, in 1.132. hud many good 
roadft and was under fair cultivation, 
having a population of forty or Iifty 
millions. 


I'izarro, with less than 2Ui> men. was 


hospitably received hy the Inca, whom 
he treacherously imprisoned without tlie 
loss of a mun. and demanded of the poo- 
pie an immense ransom for their king. 
Tho natives colIptrtti'Jl and brought to 
Fizari'O s!*lv«r and silver uTeusils which, 
When melted down, were worth as bull- 
ion about eighteen millions of dollars. 
But, instead or releasing the Inca Ata- 
hualpa, the rascally Spaniard had him 
put to death. History does not furnish 
more horrible ill us t rations of human 
greed and barbarity than aro portrayed 
in the conquest of Mexico by Cortez and 
that of Peru by I'izarro. Hut we must 
pass over the intervening centuries and 
the Ions misrule of Spain, and try and 
give a pen picture of tho Peru of to-day. 


AKKA AND riH'ULATIOX. 


Pern is bounded on the north by Ecua- 


dor, on tho south by Chili and tlie Pa- 
clllc Ocean, and on the east by Brazil 
and Bolivia, and it stretches t'.fWO miles 
along the coast of Iho Pacific, which 
bounds it on the west.

Peru has deposits of salt almost pure 


and of sufficient magnitude to supply the 
wholo world, yet the salt used by the 
people is of English manufacture.

'.Their ituuiraer garment is usually of 
coarse woolen goods, and has' some-; 
thing tho cut uf a shirt with a hight 
collar. Among the sea Lapps it is for 
the most part nndved; among the< 
other Lapps usually bine, sometimes 
green or brown, and even black smock- 
frocks hare been seen. 


Around th» wristbands, ; 
seam In the back, and 011 th* 
,. 


this smock ia ornamented .with »tri. 
of red and yellow cloth. Under thfe 
garment U a similar one, either plainer 
or older, worn nest the body, for the 
Lapp never wears linen underclothitigt 


The trousers, ork draWerS, are of 


white woolen goods, rather narrow anil 
reaching to the ankles, where they are 
tied inside the shoes withlong. slender 
shoestrings. Over these drawers are- 
usually worn legghis of tHu', tanned 
skins, reaching from the ankles to f he- 
knees. 


Stockings the Lapp nevec wears.. 


He fills the upward-curving tip of his 
shoes with a sort of grass, which is 
gathered in summer and beaten to 
make it soft and pliable. The winter 
costume only differs from that worn ia 
summer tn that every piece is made of 
reindeer ekiu with the hair on. 


The dress of the women differs very 


slightly from that worn by the men. 
The smock i» somewhat longer and is 
mntlo without tho bifj, standing collar, 
instead of uliich n kerchief or cape is 
worn about the neck. 


To the woven and often silver orna- 


mented girdle hang a knife, suisson, 
key, and needle and thread. 
The 


head-covering is not only different in 
the two sexes bnt also differs accord- 
ing to the locality.

THE FUTURE OF REFORM 


Engllsli Art of Tu-d*jr. 


In future yearn, 
when we walk 


ihrongh the rooms devoted to the Eng- 
lish painters in the National Uallerv, 
we shall sum up tlin history of the art 
of the ceutury m a few broad sentence*, 
writes Theodora Child ia 
Harper's 


Magazine. 
We shall fiud that the 


moss of the'English paintora have re- 
lied simply upon nature, and persist- 
ently consented themselves portraiture, 
the sentimental drama of daily life, and 
the patient transcription of' the phe- 
nomena of sea, sky aud laupscape. At 
tho beginning of the century we shall 
notice that somo fiaiutem named Barry, 
Fueseli, Wc.it 
aud 
HayUon were 


uaanted by poetic ambition, and im- 
agined that it was possible to begin 
where Raphael and Michaelaiigo had 
left off, and so coutiuuu to interest 
mankind by the rearrangement of life* 
less formuliu and worn out conventions. 
The productions of those men, re- 
main, however, mere historical cariosi- 
ties. 


Then ire shall observe a change in 


the current ideals of art and the appro- 
priation of n.ew stores of poetry aud ro- 
mance, of National legend aud universal 
myth. But amidst the lending expo- 
nents of tho new ideals we shall not 
distinguish common qualities 
other 


than evidences of wide iiferary culture, 
a tendency to di 
svmbolis 


aud deliuileness of sensible imagery, and 
a parti pris of imitative admiration of the 
works of the intense aud complicated 
artists of the fifteenth century, like 
Botticelli, Mantcgua and Memltug. 


Among tbe artists of this category 
tro will bo fonnd to stand ont trifch all 
the force of their poetical and ultra-re* 
lined personalties, I>ante Gabriel llos- 
setti and Edward Burne-Jones, tho 
Former the more original of the two, 
*nd the latter tiio more assimilative, 
being content in much of his work with 
variations nyou or ntudie.i from tho 
masters of the fifteenth century above 


itioned.

A MARVELOUS CONTRIVANCE. 


Olio of thu Cirund fvmurvs 01 tlie Wo 


Of nil the euriofOti;'s which visitors 


to tho World's Fair i:i ItiilJ will be 
given an opportunity to »eo. none will 
be greater than one for which the plane 
have just been made, it is a "umltipk 
dispatch rail war of endless moving plat 
forms." Almost level with the regular 
footway, making a circuit of the expo- 
sition ground*, is to be laid a wooden 
path, curried 011 a kind of underground 
railway at a rate of speed so slow that 
every one can step on and off without an 
effort. 
Throe milea un hour will bo tho 


speed. There is no interstice between 
the stationary path and the moving one, 
t.iinii!y a lapping of one plank over an- 
other, KO that no ai*cidcnta can occur. 
As soon as you have sto>'i.ed upon tbi; 
slow moving platform you are offered 
access to another (over-lapping it an the 
first overlaps the footwav) which doubles 
the speed—going six" milca an hour. 
This rate is nearly as fast as a cable or 
electric cars are permitted to run in 
most citing. 


The moving platforms are really three 


in number— a slow one on each side and 
the faster one in tho middle—and the 
whole roadway is necessarily continu- 
ous. Tlie center platform is provided 
with a continuous row of seats covered 
by a pavilion or canopy. It is difficult 
to imagine a more delightful and ex- 
bilaratibg trip than the circuit of the 
great exhibits in this ease and comfort 
The motion will be more like sle 
riding than carriage or car travel. 


The number of passengers who can 


bo accommodated is marvelous—start- 
Hug. Supposing the eeatson the rapid 
*>latform to bo four abreast, the num- 
ier who can be seated on the three-mile 
etretch of cars is over 20,000. As the 
cars ruak« the three miles in half an 
hour tho total capacity of the road is 
fairly stated at 1Q.OUO an hour! This is 
without counting those who, having but 
a shirt distance to go, or finding no 
room on the rapid line, remain standing 
on one of the two which go at a walk- 


ig pace. 
There will bo no danger from tht 


device. The train is continuous all 
around the three-mile circuit.

Tlie Lilla of Kit- 
larney contain an echo, and the bugle 
sounds are beautifully repeated. 
Iu 


cases of ordinary echo, whuu the speaker 
vruitsfor the answer, he must place him- 
self opposite the rock. If he stand at 
the BiJo the echo will reply to another 
person in » corroaponding place on the 
farther side, for tbe voice then strikes 
the rock at an angle, and tbe angle of 
reilection is tbe same, as in the case of 
light

at the lakea of Killarnej. The Wood- 
stock echo, already referred to, and men- 
tioned by several writers, repeats sev- 
enteen syllables by day and twenty by 
night

leries carry sound by means of the 
curved surface.

mentions an echo in the Menai suspen- 
sion bridge. The blow of a hammer on 
one of the main piers will produce the 
sound from each of the crossbeams sup- 
porting the roadway and from the oppo- 
site pier, 570 feet distant, as well as 
many other repetitions..
